Student loans still stall

Day students at the Sir 
George Williams | Campus 
anxiously awaiting Quebec 


provincial loans may have to 
wait another month. 

Last year at this time the Dean 
of Students Office had received 
$168,000 in accumulated loan 
certificates from the provincial 
government. At the end of 
October of this year the Dean of 
Students Office has yet to 
receive any monies in terms of 
loan certificates from the 
province. 

Dean of Students, Magnus 
Flynn, attributes the delay to 
Quebec’s lengthy negotiations 
with banks over interest rates 
charged on student loans. 
While he is certain students will 
receive the funds eventually, it 
is unlikely those affected will 
receive loans necessary for 
tuition fees, books, and living 
expenses before the end of 
November. 

Provincial delay in getting 
loans to students will have the 
effect of backlogging the whole 
system. An obvious problem is 
the student who is rejected a 
loan by Quebec and wishes to 
appeal the decision. 

A significant number of 
students on both the Loyola and 
Sir George campuses of Con- 
cordia will be affected by 
provincial delays in supply of 
financial assistance. Dean 
Flynn brought the matter before 
the University Council on 
Student Life (U.C.S.L.) last 
Thursday. U.C.S.L. approved 
the motion that the Rector of 
Concordia, Dr. J.W. O’Brien, be 
made aware of the full details 
regarding the delayed loans, 


expecting that he -will put 
pressure on the appropriate 
sources. The university may 


also be asked to alloW delayed- 


tuition payments on the part of 
those who are awaiting loan 
certificates.

The U.C.S.L. also discussed 
the possibility of activating the 
Emergency Student Loan Fund 
of which they have $10,000 in 
reserve to help cope with the 
situation.

Bob Keaton, a Sir George prof 
and Montreal Citizens’ Move- 
ment candidate, criticized the 
“open door and laissez-faire 
policies” of Jean Drapeau’s 
Civic party at a public debate 
held here last Monday. 

Keaton was joined in the 
debate, organized by Sir 
George’s Urban Studies Asso- 
ciation, by fellow MCM candi- 


dates Nick Auf der Maur, a CBC 
producer and former journalist. 
Both men are seeking seats in 
the Cote des Neiges district, 
along with a third, Yves 
Normandin. Also present for the 
debate were two members of the 
Civic Party, Sidney Wise and 
John Parker and Claude Longtin 
and Edward Fellman_ from 
Democratie Montreal.

and the uncaring and deceitful 
attitude of Drapeau and his 
party to the property owners and 
tenants of Montreal. 

Keaton and Auf der Maur both 
strongly criticized the past 
performance of Drapeau’s Civic 
Party, accusing them of open 
collaboration with developers 
and’ a complete disregard for 
people in their development 
programs. The Concordia Pro- 
ject and the East-West Auto- 
route were given as examples. 

Keaton spoke in part from the 
MCM position paper, which 
promises, among other things, 
that should they be elected the 
party would, 1) immediately put 
a short-term halt of one year to 
the issuance of'new'demolition 
permits, 2) establish a general 
(or master) plan of urban 
development and renovation, 3) 
decentralize the administrative 
and political decision-making 
structures of city government 
through the. creation of Districié 
Councils, and 4) embark upon a 
major programme to replace 
slums with attractive housing 
and neighbourhood facilities 
(encouraging the active partici- 
pation of citizens through the 
aforementioned District Coun- 
cils). Both Keaton and Auf der 
Maur emphasized that the faults 
of the Civic Party lay mainly 
with Drapeau, and that indivi- 
dual members’ promises to the 
contrary, things probably 
wouldn’t change should he be 
elected. In a newsheet handed 
out before the debate, the MCM 
calls Drapeau’s Council a “do 
nothing rubber stamp”. 

Auf der Maur appeared to 
have done his homework on the 
numerous transgressions of the 
Civic Party. He noted the fact 
that the Viger Commission, 
whith was designed to protect 
old buildings has so far been 
responsible for handing out 
only one $5 fine—the price of a 
demolition permit. The city, he 
said, had reneged on _ its 
promise to control the issuance 
of demolition permits and 
Drapeau was quoted as saying 
in regard to. this that “the . 
average citizen is more interes- 
ted in watching TV”. Auf der 
Maur read, to the amusement of 
all, from an American urban 
consultant company’s brief to 
the Bank of Montreal developers 
who want to destroy. the 
Laurentian Hotel and Windsor 
Station. The brief suggested 
that the new building cater to

Talking typewriter

Today’s world. .is most 


certainly an unpredictable one. 


There is no end to the original 
ideas conjured, complex plans 
formulated, and unique innova- 
tive inventions created. Within 
our own university, we have 
various students and professors 
working on outside projects 
that may be perhaps somewhat 
strange and as yet unheard of. 
One such professor, Dr. C.Y. 
Suen of the computer science 
department on the Sir George 
Williams Campus, together 
with Dr. Michael Beddoes of the 
University of British Columbia, 


developed a “talking” type- 
writer.~ This concept of a 
“talking” typewriter -originated 
from some _ research done 


concerning a reading machine 
for the blind. After four years of 
work, and funded through the 
Department of Education, a 
machine was finally created that 
could actually speak _ the 
twenty-six letters of the alpha- 
bet, plus forty-five number and 
punctuation sounds. (For ex- 
ample: an exclamation point is 
spoken as “exclay”, a semi- 
colon as “ping”, and acolon as 
“ping ping”.) The machine was 
christened SPELLEX. 

Spellex operates through a 
digital system, capable of 


generating synthetic spelled 


speech up to 120 words per 
minute. A modified typewriter, 
the digital device, and a speaker 
or earphones, plus’. certain 
features such as “rubout 
button”, producing the sound of 
the character to be erased, and 
“control” and “Q” keys to play 
back, in case of interruption, 
reminding one where he had 
stopped, not only enables the 
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Professor Dr. C.Y. Suen of Sir George co- designed the 


Canadian Institute for the Blind. 


blind typist to- produce error- 
free manuscripts but also 
facilitates the learning process. 
Experiments have proven that 
three hours is all it takes to 
master the “talking” machine, 
and blind typists can often learn 
to read a spelled sentence of 
90-70 words a minute using 
Spellex. (In Vancouver, blind 
persons managed error-correc- 
ted 70 words per minute on 
Spellex.) 

Originally computer simula- 
tion was used for the typewriter, 
but this was proven to be 
impractical and difficult to 
learn, involving much practice 


- Spellex: now with patent pending and already installed in the 


and earstrain to distinguish the 
sounds. 


Spellex is enjoying a fulfilling 
existence. Not only does it 
grant independence to the blind 
as typists but it also promises 
blind people a future in the 
business world as well. 
dering that there are 450,000 
blind people in the U.S.A., and 
27,000 in Canada, Spellex will 
soon be xin great demand in 
schools and at work. As a 
result, the price should drop 
from the $2000 mark, and 
become available to private 
individuals as well.

year these forms must be com- 
pleted by the Financial Aid Of- 
fice—Room 405—Henry F. Hall 
if full-time student 
status is maintained. Students 
who are no longer full-time are 
required, under the Quebec Stu- 
dent Loan Act, to contact their 
credit institution to make ar- 
rangements to start repaying 
their loans as of January 1st, 
1975. Any students who are un- 
sure of their status should con- 
tact the Financial Aid Office as 
soon as possible.

Ever since the appearance of 
Jean Powell last week at Sir 
George’ (executive director of 
Prostitutes Organization of New 
York), the challenge of stating 
positions regarding the legali- 
zation of prostitution has arisen 
time and again between friends 
temporarily turned antagonists. 
The discussions never remained 
composed, because within the 
question lies a subjective con- 
tent that strikes deeper than its 
purely objective (not many 
speak from experience) limits. 

What lies at stake is the in- 
dividual’s whole moral struc- 
ture. 

First of all, “Should prostitu- 
tion be legalized?” has become 
a pure question when it is not. 
Let us replay some typical sup- 

‘ positions: “There is no dif- 
ference between a prostitute 
and a woman who marries for 
money or for regular sex”, ‘“Le- 
galization would remove some 
of the black market elements of 
prostitution”, “Prostitution is 
victimless”, “The State has no 
right to tell us what to do with 
our bodies.” What is erroneous 
here is the thought process, and 
its application carries over into 
all areas of abuse that the 20th 
century has produced. We have 
‘accepted them. We have waxed 
mentally and morally indolent, 
and indignation has become a 
dirty word. =| 

In continuation, if the subject 

- advocates the legalization of 
prostitution, he is making a very 
complete and profound state- 
ment about himself. He main-

For ‘liberalized’ sexual: acti- 
vity is a mutation of affection. 
Advocates have escaped that 
problem by claiming that sex is 
completely distinct from love, 
and that they do not expect 
reciprocal affection in return. In 
chemical and_ physiological 
terms, sex is indeed a biological 
function, but as a human activi- 
ty it acquires more depth. Love- 
making contains tender mo- 
ments that seem to follow na- 
turally. To prostitute oneself is 
to divorce the mechanics of sex 
from “its personal aspect. Our

| maintain that man is not an 
animal. Men have the power to 
create, to foresee, to acquire 
wisdom (the critical application 
and bringing together of expe- 
rience and knowledge from 
man’s own creative power), in 
short, they have souls. Any so- 


called manifestations of these’ 


in animals are weak imitations, 
instinctual acquirements. 
Despite statistical results (a 
dubious form of proof anyway), 
some people can do without and 
remain healthy and happy. 
Some cannot, but legalizing 
prostitution does not solve the 
problem. Whether prostitution- 
al tendencies have a medical, 
mental, spiritual, environmen- 
tal, or moral origin remains de- 
batable, and to enter into it 
would entail knowledge that the 
average layman does not have: 
psychological, mystical, medi- 
cal, and ethical. Human beings 
do have sexual organs that are 
meant to be used, but any lack 
of sexual activity’ would not 
cause deterioration of health. 
On the contrary, abuse might 
cause deterioration of the spirit. 
The purchasing of such gratifi- 
cation -is a degradation, an 
abuse, of the value and benefi- 
cence of such powers. Imper. 
sonal sex is inhuman, and we 
are human. Man, ideally, de- 
sires personal sex, as an exten- 
sion of love, and when he mis- 
uses this ability love-making 
becomes, in effect, animal-like. 
Hence the logic behind the pre- 


sent-day statement, “Man is* 


only an animal”. We have been

May | venture an old saying?

make. If the State allows 
prostitution to move and 
expand freely, is she _ not 


condoning a wrong? (Assuming 
that we agree on basic premises 
- that mechanical sex and its 
mercantilism are fmtrinsically 
abuses of sex). The state exists 
to formulate norms’ and 
guidelines in order that a mass 
of Individuals may live together 
in a limited 
should not be totally able to 
regulate our actions. But she 
has a distinct and essential 
responsibility. Now it has been 
agreed upon that prostitution is 
socially undesirable. Some 
individuals disagree. Unfortu- 
nately, laws are black or white. 
They cannot be- applied 


differently for each separate - 


person. Freedom? The word has 
lost its meaning. Certainly, it 
does not mean the right to act as 
one pleases. A closer definition 
would be that freedom (of ac- 
tion) is the ability to live health- 
ily and completely towards 
our own good and fulfillment as 
humans. As previously stated, 


sexual bargaining cannot help - 


towards that goal. Man lives ina 
social unit. For him to live 
relatively safely, healthily and 
happily, there. must exist norms 
and standards. To use a crude 
analogy: What if certain 
persons thought they were 
justified in their actions of child 
abuse? (Both prostitution and 


child abuse. are symptoms of: 


moral decay). “It’s my child and 
my reasons are good” might be 
the child abuser’s defense. 
Small minority you say? It is 
an amazing phenomenon of our 
time that the colourful voices of 
small minorities are the best 
material for press, tabloids, 
television, radio, all of which 
make up the major bulk of 
literature consumed by the 
general populace. Enough 
exposure to any material 
usually leads to acceptance of 
its content, beginning subtly 
through a small number of 


‘people and seeping through to 
* mass acceptance. Prostitution 


was never legal as such. It has 
always existed (which doesn’t 
make it a desirable element of 
society), and societal and 


governmental agreement acted, 


upon it in the 19th century.

Prostitutes are not free. They 
are victims. They are doing a job 
that is, at the very least, 


thankless in the true sense of 


the word, and_- meritless 
because it fosters a type of 
aberration. Most prostitutes 
have no choice: they must 
support themselves, they are 
victims of a monetary society; 
sexual activity is their only skill, 
they are victims of a poorly 
structured educational and 
employmental system; some 
have been subjected to the 
environment from childhood, 
they are victims of slums, inept 
parents; and some choose to 
work as prostitutes, enjoy it and 
suffer from none of the above - 
they are victims of their-own 
selves. 

Also, we all know that the 
black marketing aspect, the 
pimp’s. exploitation: of his 
prostitute, could be erased with 
the advent of legal controls. Let 
us make another comparison: if 
the more harmful drugs subject 
to the black market, such as 
heroin, were legalized, the 
greater problem of addiction 
would still remain. There are 
other ways of curing such 
ailments. (For instance, the 
injection of a non-addicting 


- 
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drug, unlike methadone, which 
neutralizes the effects of heroin 
so that the user does not get his 
high). Similarly, were prostitu- 
tes to be welcomed into the - 
arms of legality, the state would 
be forfeiting her moral accoun- 
tability. Prostitution would be 
rosier for prostitutes and some 
of her clients, but prostitution 
would also grow as a business, 
aS a membership. A_ funny 
contradiction also appears; as 
social acquiescence towards 
the use of prostitutes’ services 
increases, there arises. an 
increase. of rape_ incidents. 
Nobody seems to be satisfied. 
There must be a re-vamping 
of our thought processes. 
We must re-evaluate popular 
opinion. “The main problem 
existant in a large, technologi- 
cal society such as we live in 
today is the conflict between 
the desire to conform, to feel 
that one belongs to _. his 
community, and the desire to be 
an individual, to stand out and 
be recognized as someone with 
thoughts and accomplishments 
of his own. (CBC Broadcast) 
Man must not pacify problems 
with evasive solutions, or he 
will allow human dignity to 
perish. ' .

After their most successful season ever in 1973-74, which 
saw the Sir George Williams Georgians capture the QUAA 
title, the consensus was that Sir George lacked the height to 
beat the more powerful squads in the nation. This facet of the 
Georgians game was proven at the Nationals as the Garnet 
and Gold finished their season with a 30 - 8 record, losing 
their last two games, a double overtime heartbreaker to the 
eventual national champions, Guelph, and a meaningless 
consolation game to Waterloo. 

This year’s edition of the Cage Squad has the “big man” 
they desperately needed last year, in the person of Mike 
Moore, a 6’7” center from Manhattan College in New York. 
Mike played last year in a Swiss Pro League, and passed up 
his second year to pursue his M.B.A. degree at the Concrete 
Campus. (Upon completion of his degree, he will return to 
Switzerland to fulfill his contractual obligations). A rugged 
rebounder and a better than average shooter, Moore will adda 
new dimension to both the offense and defense.
